REMARKS 



In the Office Action, the Examiner has imposed a restriction requirement 
under 35 U.S.C. §§ 121 and 372 and, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.499, has required election of 
one of the following inventions: 

I: Claims 1-4, 10, and 1 1, which are drawn to a nucleic acid encoding a CaKRE5 
protein (e.g. SEQ ID NO: 1), nucleic acids that hybridize thereto and methods 
of detecting a nucleic acid in a sample. 

II: Claims 1-3, 5, 10, and 1 1, which are drawn to a nucleic acid encoding a 

CaLARl protein (e.g. SEQ ID NO: 3), nucleic acids that hybridize thereto and 
methods of detecting a nucleic acid in a sample. 

Ill: Claims 1-3, 6, 10, and 1 1, which are drawn to a nucleic acid encoding a 

CaCDC24 protein (e.g. SEQ ID NO: 5), nucleic acids that hybridize thereto 
and methods of detecting a nucleic acid in a sample. 

IV: Claims 7, 12, 15, 19, 20, 24, and 25, drawn to a CaKRES protein (e.g. SEQ ID 
NO: 2) and methods of selecting a compound that modulates the activity of a 
CaKRES protein or which has antifungal activity. 

V: Claims 8, 13, 16, 19, 20, 24, and 25, drawn to a CaALRl protein (e.g. SEQ ED 
NO: 4) and methods of selecting a compound that modulates the activity of a 
CaALRl protein or which has antifungal activity. 

VI: Claims 9, 14, 17, 19, 20, 24, and 25, drawn to a CaCDC24 protein (e.g. SEQ 
ID NO: 6) and methods of selecting a compound that modulates the activity of 
a CaCDC24 protein or which has antifungal activity. 

VII: Claim 18, which is drawn to an antibody having specific binding affinity for a 
CaKRES protein (e.g. SEQ ED NO: 2). 

VIII: Claim 26, which is drawn to an antibody having specific binding affinity for a 
CaALRl protein (e.g. SEQ ID NO: 4). 

IX: Claim 27, which is drawn to an antibody having specific binding affinity for a 
CaCDC24 protein (e.g. SEQ ID NO: 6). 

In response, Applicants hereby elect the invention of Group II (Claims 1-3, 5, 
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10, and 11, drawn to a nucleic acid encoding a CaLARl protein (e.g. SEQ ID NO: 3), nucleic 
acids that hybridize thereto and methods of detecting a nucleic acid in a sample), for 
examination on the merits.
